bottlnig to prevent darkening, the 
product caused by ground spice. 
This does not apply to red pepper, 
which helps to give a bright red 
color. 
Remove the 
seeds from 
sweet red peppers, chop and add 
one cupful of this pepper and two 
medium sized onions to one gal­ 
lon of tomatoes before cooking. 
Cook tomatoes thoroughly and 
put them 
through 
colander or 
sieve, saving all pulp and measure. 
For every gallon of pulp use the 
following: 
2 tablespoons salt 
4 tablespoons sugar 
I tablespoon powdered mustard 
I level tablespoonful each of 
whole allspice, cloves, pepper and 
cinnamon 
1 pint of good cider vinegar 
2 small red peppers, sliced and 
seed removed. 
After putting tomatoes through 
colander, add ground spices and 
spice bag, and cook I 1-2 hours, or 
until nearly 
thick enough; then 
add vinegar and cook until thick. 
Pour into hot, sterilized bottles 
If large quantities are being made, 
set the bottles at once into a ves­ 
sel! of hot water, having a false 
bottom to prevent breaking; put 
corks in loosely and process at 
boiling point for 30 minutes. Drive 
the corks in tightly 
and when 
cool, dip mouth 
of bottle into 
melted parafin or cover 
stopper 
with sealing wax.

Suggestions for Keeping Cool. 
Although everyone knows that 
the baby's second summer is a dan­ 
gerous period, not everyone real­ 
izes that the summer time is dan­ 
gerous tor ^younger babies, for 
older children and for grown peo­ 
ple. Hot weather is bad for every­ 
one, but is especially harmful to 
children and to bable*. 
s s * 
Host Has Twe Bad Effect* 
Summer is dangerous in two 
ways. 
First, because of the ef­ 
fect of heat on our surroundings, 
and, second, because of the effect 
of heat on ourselves. 
In 
warm 
weather, 
mosquitoes 
and 
flies 
flourish. 
In some places mosqui­ 
toes carry disease germs and by 
their bites infect 
many persons. 
They alight on contaminated ma­ 
terial, pick up disease germs, which 
they later 
deposit on our food. 
When we eat this food, if it has 
not been cooked to kill the germs, 
we take them into our systems. 
In tMs way, diarrhea, typhoid and 
other diseases are often contract 
ed. 
Babies in their second sum 
mer, are as a rule, no longer nurs­ 
ed or fed carefully prepared food 
from the bottle. They are begin­ 
ning to eat new foods, and these 
are not only hard to digest, but 
are often contaminated. 
It pays 
to be very 
careful 
in 
feeding 
babies during their 
second sum 
mer. 
It is necessary to pasteur 
ize their milk and to cook for 
them all fruit and vegetables, ex 
cept such fruit 
as the orange 
which is protected 
by its thick 
skin- Not only for the baby’s sake 
but to protect the health of all 
of the family, flies should be kept 
away from food and food should 
be kept cool.

Digestive Disturbances Common. 
Late in the summer, children 
who have been weakened by weeks 
of hot weather are more likely 
to have digestive disturbances than 
when they were stronger, and if 
their food is not in the best of 
condition, or if it carries disease 
germs, many fall sick and some 
die of diarrhea, enteritis or some 
other disease of the digestive sys­ 
tem. 
When in early summer the 
first hot days come, babies that 
are not strong, fall sick; some die 
after an illness of a day or two 
or a few hours, for the babies can 
not readily adjust themselves to 
the heat. 
Sponge baths in the 
morning, at night or during the 
day are cooling. The water should 
be lukewarm 
for babies; others 
may have it cold if they like it so 
If there is a clean, shallow pool 
in a shady spot, children may be 
allowed to play in it. 
A laundry 
tub half filled with water and set 
under a tree makes a good play 
place for a hot day.—“Hygeia.”

Suggestion*

Improving and 
Maintaining Physical Vigor 
la Children 
(By Evelyn Byrd and Flora M 
Thurston School of Home Eco- 
moics) 
These suggestions for improving 
and maintaining the physical vigor 
in children have been prepared for 
the use of parents who wish to 
improve the food and hygiene hah 
its of their children. 
The suggestions given aim not 
only to make the child reach an 
average weight for his age and 
height, 
although this is usually 
accomplished if the rules are con­ 
sistently observed and if the child 
is free from physical defects, but 
to achieve 
thorough-going vigor 
and to establish habits that will in­ 
sure better health for a lifetime. 
A child who is not sick is not nec­ 
essarily a vigorous child, nor is 
a child who is at present vigor­ 
ous sure to remain so- 
The aim at all times should be 
to instill in the child the habits 
that encourage the highest normal 
development. 
It is therefore very 
undesirable to fatten a child but 
it is important to help him to 
develop firm, active flesh. 
A few 
pounds of overweight or under­ 
weight are not significant if he 
is otherwise sound and well, and 
if his food and hygiene habits 
are good. 
Whet Is A Husky Child. 
Every parent and teacher should 
have a standard of vigor by which 
to judge the individual child. The 
following characteristics should be 
looked for: 
Energy in abundance; not eas 
ily tired. 
Disposition; cheerful, not nerv­ 
ous or irritable. 
' Resistance; not easily suacepti 
hie to colds and infections. 
Teeth; well placed and sound 
Skin; smooth, clear and with 
healthy color. 
Flesh; firm, not soft or flabby 
Posture; 
well 
formed 
bones, 
erect 
carriage, 
well 
developed 
chest and strong feet. 
Eyes; bright showing animation. 
Weight; proportionate to height 
and age. ’ 
Progress in school; regular and 
not over difficult. 
Suggestions fo r D em onstration 
It is recommended that a child 
be given a general physical ex­ 
amination by a competent physic 
ian, and that physical defects, such 
as diseased tonsils, adenoids, and 
bad 
teeth, 
be 
attended to as 
promptly as possible. 
It should not be necessary to 
give cathartics to children. 
Con­ 
stipation and indigestion should be 
cured by changes in diet rather 
than relieved periodically by pills 
or other cathartics.
